1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, whether taken individually or in combination, as applicant argued, does not reveal or 
render obvious a fastener arrangement, in combination, comprising an elongated rack or support 
beam, one or more flat rectangular solar panels disposed on and having edges arranged across the 
support beam, a clip member having a generally T-shaped profile with a stem portion and a two 
opposite flanges, wherein the stem portion has a width sufficient to span across and rests on an 
upper surface of the beam, and the opposite flanges extending out from the stem portion to 
define recesses to hold the edges of the panels to across and rest on the beam, and being 
tightened by threaded fastener as claimed.
